Employment 

The Austratian and State trend series comparisons, shown on page 25, indicate that 
there was an increase of 3.3 per cent in Tasmania’s employment over the year to 
February 1994. The other Australian States also showed a frend series increase in 
employment over this twelvc months’ period. The largest percentage increase tn 
employment was in Western Australia, where employment increased 4.4 per cent. 
The next highest increase in employment was in Queensland (3.8 per cent), followed 
by NSW (3.3 per cent), South Australia (0.7 per cent} and Victoria (0.6 per cent). 


Compared with February 1993, regional estimates of wradjusted employment in 
February 1994 showed an increase of 5100 to 98 100 in the Hobart and Southern 
Statistical Devision. In the Northern Statistical Division employment increased to 
$6 300 compared with 55 200 in February 1993. Employment in the Mersey-L.yell 
Statistical Division iacreased by 700 to 41 500.

Unemployment 

The Tasmanian frend series estimate of 26 300 unemployed persons in February 1994 
was a decrease of 500 on the figure for February 1993 of 26 800. The trend series 
estimate of the unemployment rate of 11.8 per cent in February 1994 was a decrease 
in the frend series estimate of the unemployment rate of 12.3 per cent in February 
1993.

The Labour Force 

In February 1994 there was an wnadjusted estimate of 365 700 civilian Tasmanians 
aged {5 or more. There were an estimated 223 000 persons (based on trend series 
estimates) in the labour force. The trend series estimate of the labour foree 
participation rate in February 1994 was 61.0 per cent, compared with the figure of 
59.8 per cent in February 1993. 


For males, the tread series estimate of participation rate was 72.5 per cent, compared 
with 71.8 per cent for February 1993. For females, the trend series participation rate 
was 49.8 per cent, compared with 48.3 per cent in February 1993.

Employed Wage and Salary Earners 


In August 1993 there were approximately 140 600 employed wage and salary camers 
in Tasmania. This compares with approximatcly 151 400 in August 1997. 


In August 1993 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.9 per cent of all 
employed wage and salary earners. In the Tasmanian economy, the category 
Community services had the highest industry representation --- 29.3 per cent — 
compared with the equivalent figure of 26.7 per cent recerded in August 199]. The 
next highest industry grouping, Wholesale trade and Retail trade recorded 20.7 per 
cent, compared with 18.6 per cent in August 1991. Manufacturing recorded 14.4 per 
cent, compared with 15.7 per cent in August 1991). 


in August 1993, women made up 47.2 pert cent of all employed wage and salary 
earners. In August 199), the equivalent figure was 44.7 per cent.

Award Rates of Pay Indexes 

For the 12 months ended January 1994 weekly award rates of pay indexes for 
Tasmania rose by 0.5 per cent for full-time adult females and by 1.9 per cent for 
full-time adult males. For Australia, the figures were 1.0 per cent for females and 0.8 
per cent for males. 


For full-time adult female employces in Tasmania, the largest industry increases over 
this 12 month period occurred in Recreation, personal and other services (2.8 per 
cent}, and Public administration and defence (2.4 per cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employecs in Tasmania, the largest 
industry incréases occurred in Public administration and defence (11.5), and 
Recreation, personal and other services (3.1 per cent). 


The largest occupation increases over the period for full-time aduit female employees 
occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (1.8 per cent}, and Labourers 
and related workers (1.2 per cent). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increases over the period 
occurred in Labourers and related workers (3.8 per cent), and Plant and machine 
operators, and drivers (2.9 per cent).

Average Retail Prices 
Hobart is the cheapest capital city for only two of fifty-six items surveyed, as listed in 
the December quarter issue of the Average Retail Prices of Selected Items. 


The only products to record this level were a 500g pack of sliced, processed cheese 
and a 30mI nip of scotch whisky in public bars. 


On the other hand Hobart recorded the highest average retail prices for ten items, 


In the food line, a 1 litre carton of milk, 550g corn based breakfast cereal, 500g pack 
of butter, 340g can of corned beef, | dozen eggs and a 150g can of instant coffee all 
recorded higher prices than any other capital. Similarly, household products, Ikg 
laundry detergent, toilet paper and soap were all dearer in Hobart. Hobart also 
recorded the highest price for a carton of low alcohol stubbics.

Gross State Product (GSP) 


Tasmania’s GSP increased by 0.6 per cent in the December quarter based on trend 
current price estimates. This represents a continuation of the relatively weak growth 
in Tasmanian GSP prevailing throughout 1992-93, and was substantially lower than 
the corresponding GDP growth of 1.3 per cent. Wages, satarics and supplements 
exhibited negative growth for the second successive quarter, although gross operating 
surplus improved, showing growth cqual to the national rate of 1.8 per cent. The 
major sources of this were public trading enterprises (PTEs) and the construction 
industry.

State Final Demand (SFD) 


Tasmania’s SFD, based on constant price estimates, increased by 0.7 per cent in the 
December quarter. This result was above the national rate for the December quarter 
of 0.5 per cent. Most notable in this outcome was very strony growth in private 
capital expenditure of 5.7 per cent. However, both PTE and general government 
capital expenditure declined, producing a decrease in overall public sector capital

Livestock Slaughtering 
Slaughierings of animals for meat production decreased between January and 
February 1994, except for pigs, where numbers killed were the same. 


The largest decrease was with cattle, where slaughterings fell from 14 800 in January 
lo 9700 in February, a drop of nearly thirty-five per cent. The February figure, lowest 
of all monthly figures in the last year, was also forty-five per cent lower than the 
#7 700 recorded in February 1993. 


Decreases in the slaughterings of sheep and lambs were not so pronounced. Numbers 
of shcep killed feil from 50 100 to 47 200, a drop of nearly six per cent, and just over 
five per cent less than the 49 800 slaughtered in February 1993. Lamb slaughterings 
showed little movement between January and February, 34 100 were killed in 
January, 34 000 in February, a decrease of iess than one per cent. The February lamb 
slaughterings were, however, nearly sixteen per cent less than those at the same ume 
in 1993 (40 300). 


The number of pigs slaughtered in February 1994 was the same as in January; 6600. 
This figure was not too far off those slaughtered in February the year before, when 
the number reported was 6400.

Building Approvals 

There were 344 new dwelling units approved during January 1994 in Tasmania. a 
decrease of seven per cent on the number recorded for December 1993 (371), bul an 
1] per cent increase on the January 1993 figure of 311. 


For the twelve months ended January 1993 there were 4156 new dwelling units 
approved, shghtly above the figure recorded for the previous corresponding twelve 
months (4154). 


The latest monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units approved show a 
cominuing increase in the estimate over the past ten months. 


The value of all buildings approved, at average 1989-90 prices, in the December 
quarter 1993 was $126.8 millton, 12 per cemt above the September quarter 1993 
figure of $112.8 million and 28 per cent above the figure recorded for December 
quarter 1993, The value of all buildings approved, at current prices, for January 1994 
was $40.9 million, compared with $40.6 million in December 1993 and $35.2 million 
in January 1993,

Retail 


The trend estimate for turnover of retail and service establishments for January 1994, 
in Tasmania, was $215.8 million, a 3.8 per cent increase on the January 1993 figure 
of $207.9 million. The rate of growth of the estimate has cased over the last six 
months. The trend estimate increased by 0.2 percent from December 1993 to January 
1994, 


The estimate of turnover for January 1994, for Australia, was nearly five per cent 
higher than for January 1993. All States, except Victoria, are showing growth in the 
monthly trend estimates. 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in January 1994, for Tasmania, was 
$206.3 million, a decrease of less than one per cent on the figure for January 1993. 
(See table 35, page 23.) 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 

There were 929 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in Tasmania 
during February 1994. This over 2] per cent more than for January (766) and an 
increase of nearly 23 per cent on the number registered for February 1993. 


Registrations for the twelve months ended February 1994 were more than three per 
cent higher than for the twelve months ended February 1993.
